 TIPPERARY'S GREAT REVI 


From Over Reporter, 
TIPPERARY, Monday. 


R. SEAN LEMASS, Minister for In- 
M dustry and Commerce, had a busy 
time here to-day. He _ formaily 
opened: two factories, inaugurated the Civic 
‘eek celebrations which are being held in 
the town, and finished up with an address 
at a luncheon in the Town Hall, where he 
was the principal guest. : 
The factories which, together, will employ 
over two hundred people, will manufacture 
gloves and linoleum. Their establishment in 
the town really has been the result of the 
efforts of the Tipperary. Industrial Develop- 
ment Association, the members of which have 
worked very hard to ‘‘ put the town on the 
map ” as an industrial centre. Men like the

Mr, J. T. D'Arcy, solicitor, have been per- 
sistently endeavouring to bring to the town 
employment for over five hundred workers. 

‘he Tipperary Glove Factory, Ltd., pro- 
vides employment for 140 girls and some ó0 
men. It occupies the building formerly used 
as the local workhouse, which has been speci- 
ally fitted up. Here each girl has a machine 
to herself, and stitches the gloves made of 
Spanish, East Indian and Cape skins of hog, 
sheep and peccary. 


EXPERIENCED WORKERS 


In another department a number of men 
make the leather supple and cut it into the 


required lengths. Several of~these men had 
worked in the glove-making factory which 
had been in existence in ‘ipperary up to 
fourteen years ago, and, theretore, are skilled 
in the work. This factory is under the 
management of Mr, Raymond Boulton, who 
was trained in the glove-making art at 
Trefousse, in France. He is a member of the 
family who introduced the Boulton thumb 
method, a particular form of glove-making 
which has been adopted in the industry 
throughout the world. - The directors of the 


company are Mr. A. Baird (chairman), Mr. 
H. Darby ard Mr. W F. d'Arcy. 

Irish Floor Coverings, Ltd., the other fac- 
tory, employs about thirty-five hands. The 
felt that is used in the manufacture of the 


linoleum is imported, and the most up-to-date 
methods are used in the process. The direc- 
tors are Mr. Harvey Bowser, Mr. J. F. 
d’Arcy, Mr. W. F. d’Arcy, Mr. A. Pollitt, 
Mr. J. McCormack and Mr. R. W. Jones. 
When the Minister stepped on to the plat- 
form at Limerick Junction he was received by 
Mr. P, Fanning, Chairman of the Tipperary 
Urban Council; Mr. M. Kirby, the Town 
Clerk; Mr. W. J. Heffernan, the Town Sur- 
veyor; the Rev. J. M. Hayes and Mr. R. 
Costigan, Chairman of the Tipperary In- 
dustrial Development Association. Across one 
of the entrances to the station was a 
scroll on which were the words : ‘‘ Who saved 
the railways ?’—Lemass.’’ As he was leaving 
the station the Minister was presented with 
an address of welcome by the railway employés 
of the county. 

At the town boundary the Migister, who 
was accompanied by his private secretary, 
Mr. L. O’Brien, inspected guards of honour, 
composed of policemen, in charge of Superin- 
tendent O'Sullivan, and members of the old 
I.R.A. The party then proceeded to St. 
Michael’s Church, where Mass was celebrated 
by the Venerable Archdeacon Nolan. 

After Mass, from a platform beside the 
Charles Kickham memorial, which was 
covered with evergreens, Mr. Lemass formally 
declared open the Tipperary Civic Week. 
Before he did so he received addresses of 
welcome from the old IR.A. (read by P. 
Fitzpatrick), the Tipperary Industrial Develop- 
ment Association (read by R. Costigan), the 
Urban Council (read by Mr. Kirby, the Town 
Clerk), the Galtee Turf Co-operative Socicty 
(read by M. Walsh), and the Plotholders of 
Tipperary (read by John Treahy). 


MINISTER’S APPRECIATION 


In returning thanks, he said that he 
thought the town of Tipperary was to be 
congratulated on numbering among its 
citizens those who had organised the Civic 
Week. It was on the efforts of citizens such 
as those that their prosperity depended. 
Probably no town in Ireland had suffered 
more in the various phases of the people’s 
struggle to secure their rights. He sincerely 
hoped, therefore, that ‘the cilizens were about 
to enter upon a new era of prosperity which 
would eclipse anything previously experi- 
enced 

‘I think I ean feel safe in foretelling such 
a development,” said Mr. Lemass, ‘‘ because 
of the evidence of civic spirit amongst. its 
citizens and the determination of all classes 
to make good.’’ 
Dealing with the activities of the Plot. 
holders’ Association the Minister said that 
the problem of. unemployment in all countries 
was a big one. In their efforts to overcome 
or remove that great social’ evil from the life 
of the Irish people they had many difficulties 
to meet. No doubt they would succeed in 
overcoming them if there existed amongst 
the citizens who were employed the same 
spirit which sent the unemployed workers of 
Tipperary Town to develop their plots and 
use their involuntary idleness for the benefit 
of themselves and their families. © The 
existence of that spirit was convincing proof 
that the new Ireland would be able to con- 
tinue the progress that had been commenced 
and achieved, 
He wished to express to the members oí 
the Old I.R.A. his thanks for their address. 
The struggle in which they had been jointly 
engaged some time ugo how was entering 
upon a new phase, and he was sure that they 
would realise that in developing the economic 
resources of ‘the State—in making — the 
country as far. as possible self-reliant and 
self-supporting—they were doing work similar 
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History had taught the lésson that no 
country which was under-developed: no 
nation which neglected its resources and 
failed to provide an adequate livelihood for 
all its people, could secure its freedom; or, 
when it had secured it, maintain it. There- 
fore, in expending their energies now upon 
economic development: and upon industrial 
and agricultural reorganisation they were not 
merely doing work of immediate practical im- 
portance to the people, but work that also 
would contribute to the realisation of their 
ultimate national goal. 


He hoped that the laws which the Govern- 
ment had formulated for the development of 
their resources of fuel would contribute to

SPEECHES AT THE 
LUNCHEON 


TIPPERARY TOWN SETS A 
HEADLINE 


At the luncheon which was held in the 
Town Hall there was a large attendance ot 
prominent business men and public represen- 
tatives. 

The toast of “Eire” having been proposed 
by the Ven. Archdeacon Nolan and honoured, 
the Rev. J. M. Hayes proposed the toast of 
‘The Minister for Industry and Commerce.” 
He said that there was no difference ol 
opinion as to the necessity of restoring the 
lost industries of the country. Jipperary 
had had its industries and had sacrificed 
them. The demand of the Tipperary people, 
therefore, was the re-establishment of those 
industries, 

Mr. Lemass, in responding, said that the 
unemployed people in Tipperary had given an 
example to the other towns in the Free State 
lt was the function and the duty of the 
Government to assist all parts of the coun- 
try equally, but it was inevitable that atten 
tion would be given first to the areas where 
action was most likely to produce results; and 
action certainiy would produce results where 
there existed the energy, the enterprise and 
the determination which had been manifested 
in Tipperary. It was due to the efforts of 
the local industrial committee that prior con- 
sideration had been given to the town in 
connection with those industries. 

The outstanding lesson which they had 
learned during the great depression that begun 
in. 1929 was that those nations which 
specialised in any form of industry suffered 
most. For many years this country specialised 
in agriculture; that situation might not have 
been one of their own making, but it was one 
that existed. People naturally had been in- 
clined to dislike change and hoped that the 
former prosperity would have been repeated, 
instead of making an effort to promote the 
change which inden seemed to demand, The 
depression of the last few years had forced 
them to make the change. 

When emigration stopped the Government 
had been faced with the task of finding work 
for the many people who formerly went 
abroad. That represented a problem that 
could be tackled only by the development of 
their industrial resources and the reorganisa- 
tion of agriculture designed to praduce at 
home -the goods that hitherto had been im- 
ported, Considerable progress had been made; 
considerable work remained to be achieved, 
but he thought that the success which had 


{in our power to prevent the 
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attended their efforts so far had been 
sufficient to allow them to go forward in the 
belief that they had the right plan, and that 
they were travelling in the right direction. 
The task of getting the people to take the 
necessary risks with their, capital, time and 
energies had not been very difficult. Nature 
abhorred. a. vacuum; there had existed a 
vacuum, and it only had required a beginning 
to be made to fill it up. 
‘The task of the department,’’ said the 
Minister, “was to direct progress along lines 
which we consider right. We have reach 
the stage at which it can be said. that the 
completion of our industrial programme will 
proceed almost unaided, and that there re- 
mains nothing for the Government to do in

A letter from the Minister of Agri- 
culture read at a meeting of Clare Agri- 
cultural Committee stated that it had be- 
come noticeable that a number of the 
licences issued by County Committees of 
Agriculture for export of cattle were not 
being used, and it was apparent that many 
feeders applied for licences in excess of 
the number they used.

6d. in respect of each licence 
applied for. No application should be 
considered by a County Committee in 
future unless it was accompanied by the 
appropriate fees.

cattle feeders in each County to enable 
Committees to decide as to the bonafides 
of applicants, and tic provision hitherto 
made for inspection was now omitted from 
the revised regulations which would come 
into effect from the month of July.

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I had often heard that the eating ot 

F onions is good for the complexion, 
although the practice has obvious disad- 

vantages, but I did not learn until lately 
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that the pungent vegetable can be used as 
an actual preventive of disease. It is said 
that the proprietors of a certain school in 
the North of England, during a recent 

. measles epidemic, hung up raw onions in 
eight out of nine, of their class-rooms. 
The children in the room where there 
were no onions caught the disease; the 
others remaimed immune. The cote of a 
roasted onion is known to be an exceilent 
remedy for ear-ache, while the juice has 
a reputation for dissolving calculus. 
body seems to know where the onion first 
came from, but it must have originated 
somewhere in the East, since it was culti- 
vated in Egypt several thousand years 
before. the Christian Era. The acid 
qualities of the plant decrease in warm 
‘countries; hence the mildness of Spanish 
onions compared with the home variety. 
The acrid oil contains a remarkable 
number of substances; sulphur, albumen, 
uncrystallisable sugar, mucilage, phos- 
phorie acid, acetic acid, citrate of lime, 
and ‘lignin. It is this combiuation which 
renders the onion capable of such a 
variety of uses, so that it may servo 
either as an accompaniment to the succu. 
lent steak, or as a mode of extracting 
tears from film stars. |

as ‘artificial silk.” The spinning of 
nitroceliniose info thread was first dis- 
covered by Sir Joseph Swan when trying 
to improve the filament of electric lamps, 
but it. was a Frenchman, Count Hilaire 
de Chardonnet, who first manufactured 
the article in 1884. Cross, -Bevan and 
Beadle furthery.improved on the process by 
their invention ef viscose, a solution of 
cellulose, in 1896. There are now four 
kinds of artificial silk—nitro-silk, cupram- 
monium silk, viscose silk. and acetyl silk, 
commonly known as “ celanese ’*; but the 
industry suffered a severe handicap in its 
beginnings about thirty years ago through 
comparison with the silk produced by the 
silk-worm. In spite of this natural pre- 
judice, the output of the commodity now 
amounits:to hundreds of thousands of. tons 
per annum, but it would probably have 
been much greater had the proprietors 
invented a happier name when they first 
put their “silk” on the market. Indeed. 
they have realised this fact rather late in 
the day, and desperate eflorts are being 
made to advertise the various 
mechanically-produced ‘‘ silks ” under the 
comprehensive name of “ Rayon.’’ While 
it is true that real silk is produced by the 
silk-worm from the cellulose in mulberry 
leaves, and artificial silk from the 
cellulose in wood-pulp and cotton linters. 
the mechanically-wrought material lacks 
the warmth of the natural product, pos- 
sesses less than half its strength, and is 
much inferior in wearing quality. 


Ghe Rose of ‘Drimnagh 


Your paragraph on Drimnagh Castle 
reminded me, writes a correspondent, of a 
romantic incident in the history of this 
ancient fortress of the Pale. At the time 
when the O’Byrnes of Glenmalure were a 
serious menace to the English garrison 
in Dublin, Drimnagh w held by Sir 
Hugh de Barnewall, whose niece, a beauti- 
ful girl known as “The Rose of Drim- 
nagh,’’ lived with him in the castle, and 
was betrothed to his son Edmond de 
Barnewall. Strange as it may seem, there 
were occasional truces in those days 
between the Normans and the outlying 
Irish tribes, when the latter refrained from 
sweeping off large herds of fat beeves from 
the lands surrounding the castles of the 
Pale, and sometimes even consorted with 
their enemies in Dublin. Durine one of 
these intervals the “ Rose of Drimnagh ” 
met Shaun O’Byrne, son of the redoubtable 
chieftain of Glenmalure, at an entertain. 
ment in Dublin, and a secret attachment 
sprang up between them. But truces 
came to an end, and on the morning 
appointed for the marriage of Edmond de 
Barnewall to his fair cousin Shaun 
O‘Byrne determined to rescue the unwill- 
ing bride. As the: cavalcade passed 
through a wood on its way to the ceremony 
in Dublin the O’Byrne clansmen attacked 
the escort, and a fierce hand-to-hand en. 
counter took place. Edmond de Barne- 
wall fell dangerously wounded by his rival, 
but at the same moment the aged Sir 
Hugh fired his pistol at young O’ Byrne, 
who fell dead across his prostrate foe, 
After this the O’Byrnes retired. bearing 
with them the body of their young leader, 
but on the same night the Rose of Drim. 
nagh disappeared from the castle, and two 
days afterwards she was found by a party 
of Wicklow clansmen lying lifeless across 
the grave of her lover in Glenmalure.

Regrettable Trend 
There is a tendency, which is growing, 


hot Great Britain and in Northern

the United Kingdom Treasury, at Belfast 
some months ago, and quoted by the Ministe: 
of Labour (Mr, Andrews), who has done so 
much to maintain the unity of the United 
Kingdom in unemployment and social service 
matters, Mr, Morrison said that discussions 
over financial matters between Northern 
Ireland and Great Britain—the two parts 
of the United Kingdom—had always been 
inspired on both sides with a feeling that 


they were trying to make a family arrange- 
nent; that it was not a question of one side 
trying to score at the expense of the other. 
but of an apportionment of the national 
revenue that would best meet the needs of all 
parts of the nation. 


What Balfour Said 


This declaration. made by one of the heads 
of the present United Kingdom Treasury. is 
almost more important than the statemen: 
made by the late Lord Balfour and un- 
earthed by the Minister of Labour in present 
ing the Labour Ministry estimates in the. 
Northern Parliament last year. Mr. Andrews 
said that it was as true to-day as the day it 
was uttered. It is:-—“I think that the true 
position of the United Kingdom is that it 
should be treated as a whole, and that we 
should not look teo minutely to see whether 
this or that part gives as much to the general 
Exchequer as it geta out directly or in 
directly. That is the Umdnist view of 


finance.”’ 

These two declarations taken together lay 
stress on the fact that, while Northern 
Ireland has a limited autonomy for local 


affairs, it is part of the fiscal and financial

t do not think, however, that a pro I 
that Northern Ireland should keep dl tts 
revenue is the best one to seek im a United 
Kingdom. The best is undoubtedly equality 
of taxation from Westminster, and with 
equality. of distribution of revenue, in 
the maintainance of the same standard 
of taxation, and all services, with Govern- 
ment contracts available for Northern 
Ireland as well as other parts of the 
United Kingdom. I believe this was the 
original intention of the Government of Ire- 
land Act; for it was brought into operation 
at a time when Northern Ireland had a 
surplus revenue of over £7,000,000. Taxation 
was maintained on the same basis as Great 
Britain for a number of years, and Govern- 
ment grants paid in accordance with the 
standard year, when the Northern Parliament 
was established, while even de-rating grants 
were introduced as in Great Britain. 


The Colwyn Award 


The surplus revenue has decreased in recent 
years, not through any fault of the Northern 
Government, but by a change in the taxation 
standards at Westminster, and by the in- 
crease in the cost of social services, including 
unemployment services. The Colwyn Com- 
mitteh award to fix Northern Ireland’s con- 
tribution to imperial services arranged that 
it was to be the surplus, after all the Northern 
Ireland services transferred and reserved were 
paid from the total taxation of Northern Ire- 
Jand. No provision was made for “taking up” 
any deficits, and this has been the great gap in 
the financial relations with Great Britain, Un 
fortunately, little is being done to repair this 
gap, that is something of a permanent and 
staple character. 

A re-insurance agreement was negotiated, 
the persistence of the 
Mintter of Labour in maintaining that un- 
employment was really a United Kingdom 
service, While this agreement has been valu- 
able, it is, in itself, ‘shifting sands’’ on 
which to stabilise the future financial relations 
of both areas m the United Kingdom. Un- 
employment fluctuations in the next five years, 
with changes in rate of income tax and other 
taxes, might easily dislocate the whole 
financial arrangement once more. Last year, 
for mstance, the United Kingdom Treasury 
gave over £700,000 to the Unemployment 
Equalisatio®w Fund. This year, with an 
alteration in the ratio of unemployment, the 
figure is estimated at nearly half a milion 
less So, as I say, it is rather ‘‘ shifting 


Taxpayer's Position 


At present the Northern taxpayer is com- 
paratively safe. After revaluation and educa- 
tional levies no great additional demands may 
be made on him for a few years. But this 
breathing space, when Northern Ireland has a 
surplus revenue, should be utilised m evolv- 
ing a new and more satisfactory financial 
arrangement with Great Britain. 

In leading a movement, or “ ginger group," 
in that direction, you, sir, can render a useful 
public service to Northern Ireland. You have 
shown how hopeless it is to try and do any- 
thing on this line in the British House of 
Commons, but the formation of a strong 
public opinion in Northern Ireland might help 
the Northern Government to press directly 
for it. 

The Belfast Chamber of Trade recently 
appointed a committee to watch the expendi- 
ture of the Northern Government and the 
Belfast Corporation. It is important that ex- 
penditure should be kept within reagonable 
limits, But there are many “ watchdogs.” 
and this is not the main problem: The 
increases in the Belfast. rates, for instance, 
have not been due to “ expenditure ' so much 
as to the transfer of responsibilities from the 
Government to the local authorities, all aris- 
ing directly from the unsatisfactory financial 
relations scheme between Northern Ireland 
and Great Britain. That is how we got the 
education levy, reduced derating grants, re- 
valuation, with its outrageous increases of 
200 and 300 per cent., and may suffer from 
the inadequacy of grants for unemployment, 
no slum clearance grants, and no distressed 
area grants. If the Belfast Chamber of Trade 
Committee directs attention to this larger 
problem it may achieve useful results. 


Waste at Stormont? 


I know it is an easy form of criticism to 
talk about “‘ extravagance at Stcrmont.’’ But, 
except on a very minor scale, 1 do not believe 
there is extravagance at Stormont. Thé 
Ministry of Labour, for instance, in view of 
the work it has to do, is as cheaply run as it 
would be from Westminster, ana the same 
probably applies to the Ministry of Educa- 
tion and other Departments. Northern Ire- 
land, as part of the United Kingdom, 1s 
entitled to the same comparative standard of 
expenditure on its Civil Service as other 
parts of the United Kingdom, and the 
Chamber of Trade should remember that the 
money is spent in Northern Ireland. It is just 
possible that the various branches of the 
Ministry of Finance are “top heavy” with 
principal officers and assistant principals com- 
nared witnother-departments, and, as they 
have been more conspicuous in devising bur- 
dens for Northern taxpayers than in seenring 
an equitable financial arratigement with Great 
Britain to save Northern taxpayers, it is just 
a question if they are worth the cost, But, 
even here, regard must be paid to compara- 
tive standards in the cther unit in the United 
Kingdom. : 

No, sir, “‘extravagancy’”’ is not the main 
trouble, but if you can induce the Chamber 
of Trade. Chamber of Commerce and other 
organisations to join you in a crusade for a 
‘‘new financial deal ” with Britain something 
of permanent value could be accomplished. 


A ‘* Pooling *’ Plan 


There are various forms this might take. 
{ suggested one—the pooling of Northern 
Ireland's reserved revenue with that of Great 
Britain. seeing that it is levied at West- 
minster, and allocating Northern Ireland's 
share on a population basis. This does not 
mean that the whole of the allocation would 
be spent in Northern Ireland, but only 
sufficient to maintain the comparative rate 
of expenditure, taxation and services as in 
Great Britain. With a total revenue for the 
['nited Kingdom of £800,000.000, Northern 


Ireland’s allocation on a population basis of 


1-36th would be, roughly, £22,000,000. As 
Northern Ireland’s sg Tóasroa on all 
reserved and transferred services is only. 


roughly. £12,000,000, the allocation would 
allow a sufficient margin for providing full 
and complete equality of treatment for Nor. 
thern Ireland in the United Kingdom, with a 
substantial surplus over for the Central 
Exchequer. 

No one has ever refuted the advantages of 
this scheme, bat the population basis of allo- 
cating responsibilities was embodied in the 
re-insurance agreement arrangement between 
Northern Ireland and Great Britain, 


Allocation Scheme 


The Northern Ministry of Finance would 
have the same control as it has now over 
reserved revenue and a free hand with the 
transferred revenue. If it desires further 
advantages for Northern Ireland it would 
have the same right of raising transferred 
revenue. An important factor of a popula- 
tion allocation scheme would be that everyone 
would realise more clearly than now that

_ This, in effect, was the evidence given 
before the Town Tenants’ Tribunal yesterday 
by Mr. J. Sherwin of the Housing and 
Supplies Department ot Dublin Corporation. 

Me. Sherwin supplied the Tribunal with 
detailed information relating to the UCor- 

ration's building activities. remarking that 
tm the Crumlin area provision was being made 
‘for the housing of 2,500 families, and sites 
had been reserved for building societies pro- 
viding accommodation for another 500 houses 
of a superior type. It was the experience of 
the Corporation that the same firms nearly 
always tendered for the contracts. The com- 
petition was very keen and prices had shown 
a marked reduction. Having regard to 
various circumstances, Corporation building 
would nur provide a fair test for costings in 
house-building. 

Mr. Sherwin told the Tribunal that the 
Corporation had suspended the tenant pur- 
chase scheme and were reverting to the system 
of weekly letting in the interest of the people, 
who, having suffered changed circumstances, 
were ncw unable to meet the terms of the 
tenant purchase and had to have alternative 
accommodation. These people had been 
allowed to dispose of thir interest in their 
houses. The present circumstances demanded 
& reversion to the weekly tenancy system. 


MORE HOUSES 


L 

Mr. Sherwin, dealing with "the housing 
problem generally, said that the Corporation 
had been increasing its hosing output. Last 
year the number built was 1,500, and they 
hoped to reach 2,000.2 year, He agreed that 
the figure given in 1 (18,000) as being re- 
quired, while a fairly rcasonable estimate, 
|} would not solve the problem, as there was 
still the flat dweller to be provided for. Pri- 
vate builders were not helping much, because 
the uneconomic class was the Corporation's 
own concern, and they were not provided for 
outside of municipal schemes. 

Asked if they were heading for the time 
when every labouring man in Dublin would 
be a Corporation tenant, the witness said 
that they certainly were. Ten or twelve 
thousand of them would be Corporation 
tenants, at any rate. From the economic 
point of view, 12s. a week would be a fair 
rent for an average Corporation house. 

On the question of wilful damage to houses 
and fitttings, the witness said that, on the 
whole, tenement landlords were keeping their 
property in a fairly reasonable condition. 


TENEMENT RENTS 


That in most cases tenement rents were 
excessive was the opinion oí. Mr. Perey 
MacArthur, auctioneer and valuer, who was 
examined by Mr, Joshua Baker (instructed bv 
Mr. Herman -Good), ‘representing the Irish 
Town Tenants’ Protection Association. The 
witness said that the return for monev in- 
vested in the case of tenement property at 
present controlled by the Acts was about 
20 per cent., Jess cost of the collection «f 
rents. He had a big demand for vacant. de- 
controlled houses that might make tenement 
houses. In many decontrolled houses single 
rooms were let at from 10s. to 15s. a week—~ 
about twice the letting value in 1914. If 
the Rent Act were removed the rents in 
Dublin would soar up by 100 per cent. 

He suggested that the onus of proof of 
standard rent be trafisferred to the landlord ; 
that houses now decontrolled and let as tene- 
ments be brought within control, and that 
basement rooms, when they became vacant, 
should be closed unless a certificate of suit- 
ability be obtained from the Corporation by 
the landlord. 

The Tribunal adjourned.

Str,—Mr. Lennox Robinson's eloquent plea 
for the restoration of Leinster Lawn to the 
public and for the reopening of the passage 
from Merrion square to Molesworth street 
will surely meet a sympathetic response from 
whoever or whatever may be the anonymous 
power which controls these matters. It is 
hard to see what argument can be adduced 
against this proposal which is so much in 
the public interest. 

Mr. Lennox Robinson delicately touches on 
the proximity of the Lawn to the seat of 
Government; it is, I believe, actually the 
case that the Lawn is reserved for the re- 
creation of our legislators: in fact, I have

Honoured by 
his professional ‘brethren in all parts of the 
world, Sir John Purser Griffith has a special 
claim to the gratitude of the citizens of 
Dublin. Before many of us were born his 
services began as a far-seeing designer of our 
port, and to-day we are happy to celebrate 
another ‘notable event in the development of 


his long-beloved Anna Liffey. 
PATIENT INDUSTRY 


“When in a few months time we are busy 
on the great water and electricity scheme at 
Poulaphouca we will be rearing but one more 
enduring monument to his many years of 
patient industry and generous imagination. 
Called on to play leading professional parts 
in great engineering undertakings abroad— 
as President of the British Institution 
oí Civil Engineers and as expert adviser 
in the uses of great rivers like the 
Mersey, the Humber and the Severn— 
Sir John has found time and _  oppor- 
tunity to lay the foundations on which 
our Government are now beginning to build 
what may prove to be one of the greatest of 
our national industries. When, as now seeme 
to be reasonably certain, we get supplies of 
electricity from the Bog of Allen as well as 
from Poulaphonca, let: us not forget that 
our new Freeman was the really courageous 
pioneer in both fields of research and experi 
ment,” 

Sir John then signed the roll. and was pre- 
sented with the Certificate of Freeman in 
illuminated form, with photographs inset of 
the waterfall at Paladhines: and also the 
valley above Blessington, which is to become 
the great inland lake from which Dublin will 
draw added supplies of water and power for 
its electricity requirements. The certificate ts 
the work of the Dublin artist, Miss Alice 
0’ Rourke. 

Sir John Purser Griffith, acknowledging the 
honour. said:—‘‘ It is almost impossible for 
me fully to express my feelings on this 
unique occasion in my life’s history. It ta 
now more than seventv-one. years since I came 
to Dublin to enter Trinity College and its 
Engineering School, where my technical 
training began. Some of you probably know 
that I am a pure Welshman, drawn to Dublin 
by family ties and friendships. Towards the 
end of the 18th century several of my 
relatives left their Welsh homes and came to 
Ireland to be educated and earn their bread. 


CIVIL ENGINEERING 


‘ Abont the year 1818 my mother came to 
Dublin at the age of twelve to learn English 
Thus, life-long’ friendships were formed, 
which finally resulted in my residence in this 
city. It may, naturally, be asked what led 
to my adoption of civil engineering as a pro- 
fession for my life’s work. An engineer was 
originally understood to be a designer of 
military appliances, and the term civil 
engineer became associated with the designer 
of civilian appliances. The ah wore of civil 
engineering. as defined in the Royal Charter 
granted to the Institution of Civil Engineers 
by King George the Fourth in 18 em 
braced:—' The art: of directing the great 
sources of power in nature for the use and 
convenience of man.’ It will be seen what a 
wide field this covers, and what an attractive 
occupation it opens up My answer to the 
question why I adopted engineering for my 
life’s work would he the influence of en 
vironment. . Mv case is a striking example. 
I had no family leanings or connection to 
it. but IT was born at Holyhead, and during 
my childhood the works connected with the 
Great National Refuge Harbour were in 
progress, and I knew the engineers and the 
workmen engaged in this great work, I! 
lived within sight of the various stages of 
its construction. 1 witnessed the effect of 
storms on its temporary and permanent 
works and the value of its shelter to vessels 
seeking refuge. : 

é“ During the same period the railway con: 
nection between London and Holyhead, form- 
ing the principal litie between England and 
ireland, was in progress. The Chester and 
‘olybead railway, with the construction of 
the great tubular bridges across the Con- 
wav River and the Menai Straits, was com- 
pleted. —These. object lessons conld not fail 
to impress the youthful mind. My entrance 
into the Engineering School of Trinity Col- 
lege, followed by a  pupilage under 
Doctor Bindon Stoney, the engineer of the 
Port of Dublin, finally determined my adop- 
tion of the profession of Civil Engineering, 
and led to an appointment for ome year as 
an Assistant County Surveyor in Antrim, 
and afterwards for forty-two years as an 
Assistant and -Chief Engineer of the Port 
of Dublin. 


LIFE’S HISTORY 


“My great desire has been to be of use 
to the land of my adoption. I owe it much 
for its influence on my life’s history, and 
all I can do to repay the debt is to endea- 
vour to use the knowledge which 1 possess 
for the benefit of the country and its in- 
habitants. 1 cherish the honour which you 
have conferred on me to-day as an indica- 
tion that you are satisfied that 1 have done 
my best to carry out this aim.

(BEFORE MR. McCARTHY.) 
W HILE District Justice McCarthy was 


discussing the number of witnesses to 

be called when Joseph Egan, who is 
charged with the murder of Mrs, Florence 
Byrne, again appeared in the District Court 
yesterday, the accused man jumped to his 
feet in the dock and said: 

“To save time I plead guilty. I am ask- 
ing for sentence of death. She was my best 
friend.”’ i 

He sobbed as he spoke the words, and kept 
repeating '' She was my best friend.” . 

Mr. J. A. Geary, who prosecuted, said that 
he intended to call five witnesses, the firat 
being Mr. Joseph Byrne, the husband of the 
dead woman. 

Mr. J...Devlin .. {instructed by Mr.. P: 
Camphbel!) — for the defence, and Mr. 
Wm. O’B. Fitzgerald (instructed by Messrs. 
less and Cullen) represented the next-of- 

1n. 

Mr. Byrne, hnsband oí the dead woman. 
said that Joseph Egan, the accused man, had 
been residing in witness’s house as a lodger 
for about a year, paying fivé shillings a 
week for a room. Egan told him that he 
originally came from Rahan, near Tullamore, 
Offaly, was a shoemg smith, and had been in 
Africa during the + War and had come 
back with quite a lot of money. Egan then 
married a girl from near his own home, and 
after working in Dublin for a year or two, he 
took her and their two children to America. 
He worked there on the railway as a smith, 
and made enough money to give his children 
a good education, and he returned to Ireland 
a couple of times. The children are now 
nurses in America. On the last time he came 
to Ireland he told Mr. Byrne he had over a 
thousand pounds with him. He had also 
been a boxer, and fought a draw with Gunnet 
Moir. As far as the witness knew. Egan was 
now “on the dole.” and had no other means. 

In the course of his dealings with Egan, 
Mr. Byrne said he had never noticed anything 
strange about him. They were all on the 
best of terms. The accused man used to stay 
in bed for most of the day on Sundays as he 
used to say his clothes were bad.

SMEARED WITH BLOOD 


Guard O’Ryan, who was with Sergeant 
Hingerty. gave corroborative evidence. At 
about 2.4) p.m. the accused came into the 
barrack, and on being asked his business he 
did not appear to hear or heed, and walked 
into the station sergeant’s office. He ap- 
peared to be dazed; there was a vacant stare 
in his eyes. and he did not appear to be 
normal. There was blood on his hands, 
which he said he had got when moving the 
dead woman.

Egan said that he had 
found a woman with her throat cut, and he 
wanted to tell all he knew. 

No further evidence was given, and Mr. 
Geary intimated that he hoped to conclude 
at the next hearing. 

The accused man was remanded in custody 
till Thursday.

The First Battalion of the York and 
Lancaster Regiment, latest reinforcement 

British troops in Palestine, reached 
Haifa to-day. This battalion is the fourth 
sent from Egypt since the disturbances 
i an. 
A bomb thrown in the old city of 
Jerusaltm this morning injured ho fewer 


than 24 persons, five seriously.. The 
majority of the injured were Arab 
peasants selling produce. 

A fierce exchange of shots between 


Cameron Highlanders and police and a 
band of snipers occupying Turkish war- 


time trenches on a hilltop three miles out- 


side this city oceurred iast night. 

Armoured cars, Lewis guns and rifles 
‘were used by the British troops in this 
action. Searchlights swept the hill and 
rockets were sent up to reveal «the snipers’ 
positions. Private Ross, of the Cameron 
Highlanders, was wounded, and several of 
the snipers are believed to have been 
killed. 

The battle began when the snipers 
ambushed a convoy of ’buses which was 
on its way to Jerusalem. 

While some of the soldiers and police 


took up positions béhind parapets on three 
sections of road and returned the snipers’ 
fire, a party of five Cameron Hichlanders, 
led by an officer, worked their way up the 
opposite hillside in order to outflank the 
raiders. 

Other British troops and police came 
under fire during the night, when snipers 
fired on the military billets at Hebron and 


Jenin, and on the police post at Nablus. 
In each case the British forces returned 
the fire, and incurred no casualties. 

Five bombs were thrown during the 


night, among the objectives being the 
Government girls’ school at Gaza.

ON A LARGE SCALE 
A strike in the building industry began 


on a large scale in Paris to-day. 

The general strike of coal miners in the 
Nord and Pas de Calais districts, voted 
on Saturday, became effective this morn- 
ing, and 150,000 surface workers downed 
tools, while strikers occupied most of the 
.pits and shops. The strike was complete 
in the mining area of Arras, and safety 
squads replaced the men in relays in the 

its, 

Five hundred women workers in an 
Arras shirt factory also struck work, as 
well as a number of workers at the Artois 
Brewery. Fresh factories were affected by 
the strike at St. Quentin, where 2,000 
men are now out, while at Havre 500 
scavengers ‘opty in the strike. 

The port of Dunkirk was paralysed 
throughout to-day by a strike of 1,500 
dockers, which began at 8.30 in the morn- 
ing, when the gates were closed. A number 
of British passengers who arrived by the 
cross-Channel night boat at 7.30 this 
morning were cleared before the strike 
began, -but some of them who had only 
| come over for the day immediately found 
themselves in difficulty, as it was very 
uncertain whether they would be able to 
return. 


IN THE SOUTH 


In the South of France the strike spread 
to the big shipbuilding yards of Forges et 
Chantiers de la Mediterranee. 

At Bordeaux this morning the managers 
of all the big Bape manta) stores closed 
the buildings, locking out the employés to 
prevent them from occupying the stores 
and beginning “ stay-in’’ strikes, as it 
was believed they intended to do in imita- 
tion of their Paris confréres. 

Owing to the non-receipt of newspapers 
from Paris this morning, many of the 
“ stay-in ” strikers in the North did not 
know of the agreement reached at the 
Hotel Matignon last night between dele- 
gates of the French Labour Federation, 
the Employers’ Confederation and the 
Government, but as soon as the details of 
this agreement were received the trades 
union delegates decided to publish it in 
all factories. 

The agreement includes :— 

(1) Establishment of collective 
tracts ; 

(2) Recognition of employés’. right to 
belong to trade unions ; 

(3) Increases in wages of from 7 to 15 
per cent; and 

(4) Clauses dealing with the establish- 
ment of a 40-hours’ week and paid holi- 
days. 

At midnight the premises of seven 
insurance companies were “ occupied ” by 
“‘ stay-in’”’ strikers.

HERE was no further light thrown on 
the murder of Vice-Admiral Henry 

Boyle Somerville, who was shot dead at 
his home, Castletownshend, on the night 
of March 24th last, when the inquest was 
resumed at Castletownshend to-day. 

When the proceedings began Mr. T. 
Healy (State Solicitor) called on the 
brother of the dead man, Vice-Admiral 
Hugh Gaultier Somerville, to make a 
formal deposition for the purpose of 
stating the fuil name of the late Admiral, 
from which the name of Townshend had 
been omitted in the previous deposition. 

Mr. Healy said that it had become 
necessary for the purpose of entering the 
death to bring in a finding by the Coroner 
and the jury. Police inquiries had not 
been completed, but the death must be 
registered, so that it became essential that 
a finding should be obtained. The police 
inguiries might be protracted. The jury 
were entitled to add any rider they wished 
to their verdict. They had heard the 
evidence of the widow. 


SIX BULLET WOUNDS 


She had told how, on the night of March 
24th, she and her late husband were the 
only two occupants of the house, when her 
husband was shot on his own paige 5 
The State Pathologist (Dr. McGrath) told 
how six bullet wounds were found in the 
body. Five of these were apparently 
entrance wounds, and he had told how 
one wound, in particular, was sufficient 
to have caused death. On the evidence of 
those two people they would have no diffi- 
culty in coming to a decision as to what 
was the cause of death. If they wished to 
bring in any rider as to the culpability 
of the person, or persons, responsible for 
this act they were perfectly entitled to do 
so. They were, he submitted, entitled to 
find that the deceased man died from 
hemorrhage and shock, caused by several

He was an exemplary citizen, and he was 
shot down on his own doorstep, in his 
own village, in the most cowardly and 
premeditated fashion

Both Li Tsung-Jen and his colleague, 
fieneral Pai Chung-Hsi, are notoriously 
liostile to Nanking.

The permanent and absolute neu- 
trality of the Suez Canal Company was 
emphasised at to-day’s annual general 
meeting of the company here. 

Stating that this neutrality was guaran- 
teed by international convention, the 
Chairman (the Marquis de Vogue) said 
that fantastic reports regarding the com- 


pany’s position in the Italo-Ethiopian con-

France lost all further interest in this year’s 

Davis Cup competition when, to-day, she lost 
the two remaining singles matches against 
Yugoslavia, who won the tie by three matches 
to two, Following his surprise defeat by J. 
Pallada on Saturday, Christian Boussus, 
Frances s leading player, was again defeated 
to-day, this time by F. Puncec, whio won by 
5-6, 6-1, 4-6, 7-5, 6-1. Earlier Bernard 
Destremeau had lost to J. Pallada by 6-1, 
1-6, 8-6, 6-4. 
All the matches were long drawn-out 
affairs, but Boussus’s was by far the hardest. 
France’s fate rested on his shoulders, and he 
did his utmost to score the victory which 
meant that they would still be interested in 
the Davis Cup. It was not to be. Boussus 
had match-pomt in the fourth set, but was 
unable to gain the necessary points, and 
Puncec went on to win the set. Again it 
was the stronger and more consistent player 
who won. 


GREAT RETRIEVING 


The Yugoslavs, with their athletic qualities 
and fine footwork, have almost literally run 
their way to Vienna to meet Austria in the 
Earopean semi-final. Puncec, like Pallada, 
retrieved everything and his returns found 
the lines with marvellous exactitude, while 
his passing shots were so good that Boussus 
rarely came up to the net. In the last set 
the Frenchman was absolutely worn out. 

At 3-1 for Boussus in the fourth set the 
match looked to be in the Frenchman’s 
pm. but Puncec puiled up to lead 4-3. 
$y a supreme effort Boussus made the score 
5-4 and 40-39 on his own service to gain 
match-point. After a long rally, played 
amidst tense suspense, Boussus netted, and 
that ball cost France the tie. 

Destremeau has the finest quality of all-in 
lawn tennis in his ability to become inspired 
when playing a losing game. When Pallada 
led 4-0 in the foygth and final set, the French- 
man pulled up to 4-4 by sheer will-power, 
but, although he was the better slayer, with 
a wider range of strokes, he wl not com- 
pete with the Yugoslav’s perfect steadiness, 
and he had not a fierce enough smash to 
deal with the Yugoslav’s fine lobbing. Al- 
though Pallada was made to do most of the 
running, his footwork was remarkable, and 
he maneuvred cleverly te force the French-
